Tue Professorship of Music in the University of Cambridge, 
vacant by the death of Dr. Walmisley, is to be contested for on 
Tuesday next, the Senate having arranged to devote five hours on 
that date to the registering of votes. The candidates whose ad- 
vertisements have caught our eye are—Dr. Elvey, organist of St. 
George’s Chapel, Windsor ; Mr. Charles E. Horsley ; Mr. G. F. 
Flowers, Mus. Bac. (the soi-disant champion of British vocalism, 
and chief representative of /'ugue in this country) ; and Mr. C, A. 
Barry, B.A., of Ryde ; while Mr. W. Sterndale Bennett, Mr. E. 
J. Hopkins, and Dr. Wesley, have been mentioned to us as com- 
petitors. 

Most of these gentlemen are well known, and have long occupied 
a good position in their profession, though their claims to the 
vacant seat are scarcely equal or similar. Dr. Elvey, Mr. Hop- 
kins, and Dr. Wesley, are known chiefly by their music for the 
church ; Mr. Horsley by his music for the hall ; Mr. Flowers by 
stern and arid fugues ; Mr. Sterndale Bennett as one of our most 
accomplished writers for pianoforte or orchestra—all good in their 
way, but with no apparently distinctive claim to an eppointment 
which demands a combination of such peculiar talent as these 
gentlemen individually possess. For organ execution and extem- 
poraneous performance we would select Dr. Wesley; for strict 
cathedral music, Dr. Elvey; for ditto, combined with excellent 
modern organ playing, Mr.Hopkins; for the pianoforte, composition, 
and orchestral study, Mr. Sterndale Bennett ; while for fugue, &c. 
—oh ! who has half the enthusiasm of French Flowers for fugue ? 
Neither are these musicians eminent alone for the qualifications 
and attainments which we have thus hurriedly sketched. French 
Flowers called aloud, through the advertisement columns of the 
Times, not long ago, for vocal pupils to be educated gratuitously, 
with a view to the establishment of a British School of Vocalisa- 
tion ; and, though a British School of Vocalisation has never been 
realised, he managed to bring forward some excellent specimens of 
what might be done by a little national energy, so that the enthu- 
siasm of Flowers is not confined to fugue, though in his advertise- 
ment, addressed to the Cambridge Senate, he lays enormous stress 
upon his powers in that particular branch of musical construction. 
Sterndale Bennett, who writes exquisite pianoforte music, and 
plays it exquisitely, is also a vocal enthusiast. Who does not 
know, and who that knows does not highly think of, his May Dew, 





and 7'o Chloe in sickness !—while the talent of the other musicians 
we have mentioned is by no means confined to those accomplish- 
ments we have assigned to them. There will consequently be some 
difficulty in appointing one of these gentlemen on his musical 
ability where the claims are varied, and it must be necessarily a 
matter of canvassing, the result of which we are curious to know. 

An important question is suggested by this contest. Will either 
of these candidates be content to take up his abode at Cambridge, 
or at least to remain there the whole of the terms? If not, he had 
better let the matter alone. The tenure of the professorship may 
not depend on his residence at the University, but it will be ex- 
pected by all who have musical and religious feeling. The abomi- 
nable howling that takes place in many—may we not say most ?— 
of our parish churches, intended as praise, but no less an antidote 
to devotion than an insult to the Almighty, is unquestionably the 
result of an ignorance of music on the part of the clergy. We 
do not call attention to this with any want of respect for the cleri- 
cal body, but as an established and lamentable fact, for which the 
clergy are not themselves to blame. The great universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge have each a musical professor, whose duty 
should be of no less importance than to guarantee a certain extent 
of qualification in musical knowledge on the part of every member 
of those universities who is destined for the Church, but this office 
is as complete a sinecure as any appointment that can possibly be 
mentioned. While this state of things exists we may have abundance 
of noise in our churches, but there will be no “ singing praises with 
understanding.” When can the lovely harmony that the union of 
treble, alto, tenor, and bass voices—which no instrument can imi- 
tate—produces, be employed more fitly than at the assembly for 
prayer and praise? Yet who can name a church where the con- 
gregation, or even a fair proportion thereof, sing in parts ? 

We believe it to be in the power of those who occupy the musi- 
cal chair at the universities to take away the reproach from Eng- 
land of hideous church music. They may not accomplish it in 
their own day, but they can lay the foundation for it by ascertain- 
ing who has influence in the colleges, and, by a pretty constant 
residence in the university, doing their utmost to obtain an exer- 
cise of that influence towards some compulsory measure for a cer- 
tain amount of musical education. Until this good time comes, 
the music in the majority of our churches will remain matter for 
criticism with the most devout Christians (at least those who have 
a musical spark in their souls), instead of that incitement to zeal 
and devotion which our sluggish natures and wandering minds 
require. 

How imperfectly soever we may have expressed these ideas, we 
feel sure that the majority of our readers will agree with the spirit 
of our remarks, and share our anxiety that a sound musician, an 
enthusiastic Englishman, and a conscientious churchman, may be 
appointed to fill the vacant Chair of the Musical Professor at 
Cambridge.

st as principal librarian to the British Museum on Saturday last. 
Mh he veteran has served the - ublic faithfully for more than fi 
years, during which time he has not merely filled the office wi 


satisfaction to men of letters, but has made important additions to 
the great body of documentary illustrations of English history.

On Saturday afternoon her Majesty honoured the Adelphi 
Theatre with her presence, a day performance having been com- 
manded for the purpose of enabling the juvenile members of the 
Royal family to see the pantomime. The Queen was accompanied 
by the Prince of Wales, Prince Alfred, Prince Arthur, the Princess 
Ilelena, and the Princess Louisa. The Countess of Desart, the 
Hon. Miss Byng, Lord Somers, and Major-General Bouverie, were 
in waiting on her Majesty. Mr. Gibbs, the tutor to the Prince of 
Wales, was in attendance on the young princes, and Lady Caroline 
Barrington, the lady-superintendent of the nursery, accompanied 
the princesses. The Prince of Wales and Prince Alfred were 
dressed in ordinary surtouts and their half-military undress caps. 
Prince Arthur wore the full Highland costume. The princesses 
were clad in black velvet bonnets and mantles, and pink satin 
dresses. A great number of the juvenile branches of the nobility 
and gentry were honoured with invitations to be present at the 
performance. The centre of the dress circle was converted into 
one large royal box. The front was elegantly festooned and fluted 
in rich crimson velvet, lined with white silk, and fringed with 
gold. In the centre panel were emblazoned the royal arms, and 
the draperies at the upper part were held by four crowns, termi- 
nating in an imperial crown on a cushion of gold. The interior of 
the box was lined with white silk, with crimson velvet drapery, 
held by gold and crimson cords and tassels. The ceiling was 
silked, rayed to a centre with the order of the Garter. From the 
principal entrance in the Strand to the box it was an entire passage 
of crimson velvet, and the floors and staircases were covered with 
crimson cloth. The vases and candelabra were ormolu and of the 
most costly manufacture, and the jugs and glasses of the choicest 
Bohemian specimens. Her Majesty expressed in the most gracious 
and flattering terms her satisfaction with the whole arrangements. 

Prince ALBERT rode on horseback on Saturday, and visited the 
Crystal Palace, at Sydenham. 

On Tuesday morning the Queen and Prince Albert, with the 
Princess Royal and Princess Alice, visited the Zoological Gardens 
in the Regent’s Park, remaining a considerable time. The same 
evening the Royal party attended the Olympic Theatre. 

Tue Prince of Wales and Prince Alfred visited Mr. Kilburn’s 
Exhibition of Crimean Photographs on Thursday morning ; and 
the same afternoon Prince Albert, accompanied by the Prince of 
Wales and Prince Alfred, visited the British Museum. In the 
evening Her Majesty, Prince Albert, and the Princess Royal 
honoured the Haymarket Theatre with their presence.

HANOVER SQUARE ROOMS. 


Herr Icnace Tepesco’s first concert took place at the above 
Rooms on Friday week, and a numerous audience assembled to 
hear the new pianist. 

Mendelssohn’s Quartet in B minor, for piano, violin, tenor, and 
violoncello, was very well executed by Herren Tedesco, Jansa, 
Goffrie, and Mons. Paque. Herr Tedesco played some of his own 
pieces, all of which were good, more particularly “ Faithlessness,” 
and “Courtship.” We think he has studied Mendelssohn deeply, 
for, more or less, all his pieces partake greatly in style of the 
“Songs without Words.” Herr Oberthiir played some of his own 
pieces on the harp with success. 

The instrumental portion of the concert was agreeably varied 
by Mr. Gilbert, who sang “The rippling brook,” and “No 
jewelled beauty,” two songs by Calkin, and “Come all ye glad 
and free,” by Molique. Miss Stabbach sang two of Albert Schloes- 
ser’s songs—“ Bid me good bye,” and “ Merrily over the snow” 
(the latter encored )—exceedingly well; also “ Happy is the little 
bird,” by Lackner, with violoncello obligato by M. Paque. Herr 
Schloesser and Mr. Calkin accompanied on one of Erard’s pianos. 

Herr Tedesco gives another concert at the same rooms shortly, 
of which we shall give and take due notice. 








ROYAL ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 


Tue first exhibition concert of the students, for this season, 
took place on Tuesday morning in the Concert-room, Tenterden 
Street, before a crowded audience. The programme was almost 
confined to sacred pieces, the first part consisting of Haydn’s 
er ons Mass (No. 3), being fairly performed. The solo parts were 
ably sustained by comparatively young students, Miss Bignall, 
Miss Mackenzie, Miss Fosbrooke, Miss Shepherd, Miss May, Mr. 
Regaldi, and Mr. Wallworth (now a professor of the academy). 
Mr. Waddell, a promising pianist, took part in Hummel’s quintett 
in E flat. Handel’s “ He was despised,” was given with great 
feeling by Miss Mackenzie, and Miss Spiller, an older pupil was 
equally successful in a sacred song, by Mr. J. B. Calkin, “ Plead 
thou my cause.” A violinist, Mr. Isaacs, acquitted himself ad- 
mirably in the first movement of Mendelssohn’s violin concerto, 
displaying a good tone and truthful intonation. 

A hymn, by Palestrina, and an aria, by Stradella, (by Miss 
Whyte), were also sung. Is sacred music so little cultivated at 
the Royal Academy, that no student could “exhibit” on this 
occasion in composition as well as performance ? 








Mr. Cuarnes Sauaman gave his lecture on the “ Pianoforte and 
its Precursors,” at the Camberwell Hall, Grove Lane, on Tuesday 
evening last, assisted by Miss Milner, and Mr. H. ©. Cooper, the 
violinist. 

Part I. treated of the ancient keyed-stringed instruments, the 
lecturer going through the history of the clavichord, virginalls, 
spinett, and harpsichord. Mr. Salaman performed “ The Car- 
man’s Whistle,” by W. Byrde ; “ A Gagliarde” (a dance of the 
times, 1500), by Dr. John Bull, and “ The Queen’s Command,” 
by Orlando Gibbons, on a very rare specimen of the virginalls, 
201 years old, it bearing the date of 1655. The instrument in its 
time must have been a fine one, the tone being still good. Miss 
Milner sang Handel’s “ Let me wander not unseen,” very well ; 
she has a good voice, and manages it well. The “ Harmonious 
Blacksmith,” played by Mr. Salaman on a very fine double harpsi- 
chord, made by Kirkman, showed the great superiority of that 
instrument to the virginalls. Miss Milner sang “ V6 far Guerra,” 
from Handel’s opera of Rinaldo ; Mr. Salaman playing the harpsi- 
chord obligato, as performed by the immortal composer in 1711. 
Mr. Cooper played one of Bach’s very difficult violin solos with 
great ease and finish. For classical music we should call Mr. 
Cooper one of the best violinists we have. A short sonata in G, 
for the harpsichord, by Scarlatti, was played by Mr. Salaman. 
Miss Milner pleased us much by her very nice singing of “ Vado 
ben Spesso,” composed by Salvator Rosa in 1660, no less old than 
melodious. The first Part was brought to a conclusion with an 
adagio and giga for violin and pianoforte by Corelli; a very 
quaint but beautiful production, —— the giga. 

Part II. was devoted to the history and development of the 
pianoforte, with more modern illustrations. Mr. Salaman played 
an air, with variations, in B flat, by Haydn; and Miss Milner 
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sang “ Batti-Batti,” from Mozart’s Don Juan. An andante and 
allegretto (from Mozart’s sonata in B flat), for pianoforte and 
violin, was most beautifully played by Messrs. Salaman and Cooper. 
An aria, by Pacini, “Sommo Cielo,” with a very extraordinary 
violin obligato, was very well sung by Miss Milner. Mr. Salaman 
gave some good hints both to the amateur and professor with 
regard to touch, and, in*illustration, played one of his own com- 
positions. This was a great mistake. Are there no pianoforte 
writers who have sufficiently studied touch, &c., to admit of a 
selection from their works, that a lecturer is obliged to select one 
of his own pianoforte solos! A serenade, by Mr. Salaman, “I 
arise from dreams of thee,” was sung by Miss Milner. 

The lecture was brought to a very successful conclusion by Mr. 
Cooper’s clever playing of the last movement of Mendelssohn’s 
violin concerto. The room was very crowded, and the applause 
frequent. 





The Messiah was performed at the Beaumont Institution, on 
Tuesday evening, in aid of the funds of the East London Shoe- 
Black Society. The solo parts were in the excellent hands of 
Miss Birch, Miss Palmer, Mr. Montem Smith, and Mr. Thomas ; 
the chorus being selected from various quarters, and the accom- 
paniments performed entirely by Mr. Alfred Carder, the recently- 
appointed organist of Whitechapel Church. Mr. E. J. Hopkins 
conducted. The room was well filled, and the performance ex- 
ceedingly good. Mr. Thomas, in “ Why do the nations,” obtained 
the only encore. 

Tue West Lonpon Sacrep Cuorat Socrery gave a perform- 
ance of Handel’s Messiah at the Literary and Scientific Institution, 
Edward-street, Portman-square, on Thursday evening, in aid of 
the funds of the Brook-street Ragged and Industrial Schools, 
Hampstead-road. Mr. H. C. Freeman was the conductor.

Mr. Cosra’s Lli.—We believe that last night’s performance of 
this oratorio was the final one for this season, Miss Dolby’s 
beautifully simple rendering of Samuel’s evening prayer gained an 
encore yesterday week (as we hurriedly mentioned in our last 
week’s number), in addition to the demands for repetition of the 
war song by Mr. Sims Reeves, and the unaccompanied quartett by 
the same artistes, with Madame Rudersdorff and Mr. Thomas. The 
second hearing of the work greatly impressed us in favour of the 
terzetto, “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God,” which, as a simple 
and unaffected piece of part writing, is excellent. The effect which 
the “‘ evening prayer” produces is solely owing to the clever treat- 
ment of the latter part thereof, for we still consider the opening as 
too childish ; and there is a frequent recurrence of a grace-note 
which is exceedingly commonplace, and which Miss Dolby would 
do well to omit.

CRYSTAL PALACE. 





Arrrr repeated urging on the part of the chief metropolitan 
and provincial press, there seems some prospect of tolerable diur- 
nal music. On Wednesday last the experiment of a stringed band 
was tried, the orchestral platform having been transferred from the 
terrace to the interior of the building, and located in the south- 
east part of the centre transept. The strength of the band was 
about the same as that employed at the Saturday concerts, and the 
stringed portion could be heard with tolerable Uathastath This 
new platform is enclosed at the back and is roofed, by which arrange- 
ment the sound is slightly retained and less reverberation is 
produced. As it was done by way of experiment, we would sug- 
gest that a higher roof be tried, as a sort of compromise between 
the extreme height of the building, which causes a complete echo, 
and present low roof, which may possibly box up the sound too 
muc : 

The concert to-day will include Mendelssohn’s Symphony in C 
thinor, Beethoven’s Overture, Op. 124, Hummel’s Rondo in A, for 
piano and orchestra, &c. dc. Pianoforte, Madame Schwab. The

efore his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, and a large and dis- 
tinguished audience, comprising not only all the rank and fashion 
which is afforded by Dublin and its vicinity, but, also, numbers 
who had come from a distance for the purpose of being present on 
the occasion, The room was fitted up as a theatre, with stage, 
scenery, and decorations, and was well filled, though by no means 
inconveniently ; the latter circumstance being quite in keeping 
with the other excellent arrangements of the evening, and a fresh 
instance of the judgment which has, from first to last, presided 
over the undertaking. The idea of an Amateur Operatic Per- 
formance, for the benefit of the Irish Academy of Music, origi- 
nated solely with the Marchioness of Downshire, and was carried 
out by her Ladyship in a manner which not merely “deserved 
success,” but which, with truth, may be said to have “com- 
manded” it ; for, when to Lady Downshire’s ability, zeal, and 
indomitable energy, was added the great talent, both histrionic 
and musical, of the amateurs who gave their assistance, it would 
have been, indeed, impossible that Saturday’s performance could 
have been otherwise than what it really was—a complete and 
brilliant success. 

Altogether, it was the best amateur theatrical performance it 
has ever been or fortune to witness—which was the more ex- 
traordinary, as few of the performers had ever seen foot-lights 
before ; but, under such guidance, and with such an example, 
they had fair reason to feel confidence in making their debit on 
the stage. 

“O reason fair had they to dare with Raleigh for a chief!” 

Lady Downshire, who is a first-rate musician (and who was 
assisted by Mr. Francis Brady), presided at the piano in the 
orchestra, thus adding considerably to the effect of the accom-' 
paniments, and was aided by several of the leading instrumen- 
talists of Dublin, and by a number of well-known amateurs ; 
among the latter, the performance of Mr. Fitzgerald on the harp 
was especially admirable. M. Kettenus conducted with all the 
ability and tact which might have been expected from that 
eminent artist. We understand this gentleman has had much 
experience in conducting, of which he gave ample proof on Satur- 
day evening. He has for some years held, the situation of Capell 
Meister at the Court of Baden. ; 

The Lord Lieutenant arrived shortly after half-past seven 
o’clock, and was conducted by Lord Downshire and a large array 
of stewards, to the seat prepared for him immediately in front of 
the orchestra ; but his Excellency, with the kindness and true 
politeness which have ever distinguished him, finding that the 
state chair interfered with the view of those behind him, directed 
that it should be removed, and a lower seat substituted in its 
place. The Hon. Edward Leeson then came forward before the 
curtain and recited the following prologue :— 


‘Though cynics mock our faith and fain would show 
That charity, when sought, is cold and slow, 
Say who can this august assemblage see, 
And own the justice of that harsh decree ? 
Our Viceroy jirst responds to Pity’s call; 
As best beseems the genial friend of all; 
Urged by the zeal that kindred talents give, 
To cherish Art, and bid the artist live ! 
Nor fails the leader of our martial host, 
To prove that mercy is the soldier's boast. 
The great, the good, the graceful, grave, and gay,

When Mr. Leeson retired, the curtain rose, disclosing the chorus 
and several of the principal actors arrayed in a picturesque group ; 
and the business of the evening commenced. The opera was Wal- 
lace’s Maritana, the chief characters being sustained by Mrs. 
Harper, Mr. Alexander, Major M‘Clintock, Sir Joscelyn Coghill, 
Captain Palliser, Captain Everard, and Mr. Gore. It is needless 
to particularise where all played the parts assigned to them so 
admirably, though, at the same time, it is impossible to avoid es- 
pecial mention of Mrs. Harper. This lady is really an excellent 
actress, although, we understand, she has never been on any stage. 
Had she selected the stage as a profession, there is no doubt that 
her grace and natural abilities would have placed her in the highest 
rank of the profession ; as a singer, too, she exhibited great power 
and artistic skill. Her voice is clear and melodious. We have 
seldom heard more brilliant execution, and throughout the per- 
formance she received the unqualified applause of the audience. 

The opening chorus, “Sing, pretty maiden,” was very well ren- 
dered, though several of the performers were evidently labouring 
under the effects of nervousness—it being their first appearance on 
any stage. This soon, however, wore off, and the subsequent 
chorusses and concerted pieces were all given with a force and pre- 
cision worthy of professional singers. We were particularly pleased 
with the manner in which Mrs. Harper gave the Romanza, “Tis 
the harp in the air.” In the duet with “ Don José,” “ He thinks 
as others oft have done,” she was also much applauded. In the 
aria, “ Scenes that are brightest,” she met also with an encore. 

“There is a flower that bloometh” was executed charmingly by 
a lady who has long been a “star” in the private society of Dublin, 
and who shone with her wonted lustre on this her first appearance 
in public. It is almost superfluous to state that the lady in ques- 
tion was Mrs. Geale: the song was rapturously encored. The 
weight of the opera, so far as the male parts are concerned, fell on 
the shoulders of Major M‘Clintock, as Don Cesar de Bazan, and 
Mr. Alexander, as Don José. Major M‘Clintock rendered the part 
of the spendthrift Don with great effect; and in the cavatina, 
“ All the world over,” he sang with a degree of spirit and vivacity 
which drew down the loudest applause. A similar tribute was 
paid to him in “ Yes, let me like a soldier fall.” The very impor- 
tant part of Don José was given to Mr. Alexander, and was admir- 
ably sustained by that gentleman. He possesses a fine baritone 
voice, which has evidently been highly cultivated. In the airs 
incidental to the part, as well as in the concerted pieces, he ren- 
dered most efficient service, and displayed ability as an actor as 
well as a singer, which elicited the unbounded applause of the 
audience. In the ballad, “In happy moments,” he met with a 
unanimous encore. : : 

Sir Joscelyn Coghill performed the part of the King capitally, 
and sang with exquisite taste, though he was evidently suffering 
under a severe cold. He sang the air, “Hear me, gentle Maritana, 
very well, and was only saved from an encore by the kindness of 
the audience, who refrained from gratifying themselves in order 
to spare the accomplished singer, whose slight hoarseness was per- 
ceptible to all. The dresses of all the performers were oe 
but that of Sir Joscelyn Coghill was classical to a degree an 
splendid in theextreme. Captain Palliser’s poe of the old 
Marquis was excellent ; and Captain Everard, as the Marchioness, 
was inimitable—looking, dressing, and acting an old lady as if he 
had never in his life worn certain garments which must not be 
mentioned. 


The concerted portions of the o were sung in first-rate style 


by the leading performers, and the chorusses were executed with 
a steadiness, precision, and correctness which would have reflected 
credit on the best-trained professional company. This, however, 
did not surprise us, for they were sung by the —e amateurs 


eading part 


of Dublin, each of whom might well aspire to take a

in the performance of the opera, but who were contented with the 
humbler, though not less important, office of swelling the rank 
and file of the chorus. The interest of the audience never flagged 
for a moment ; and numerous and hearty encores proved the un- 
feigned gratification which every person derived from the enter- 
tainment. The same gratification, we are happy to state, will be 
once again afforded to the public, for the performance is to be 
repeated this evening, the application for the tickets having far 
exceeded the accommodation which could be obtained in the 


Brunswick-street Concert-room. It is something in this life to | 


have had two evenings’ enjoyment; and for this hundreds of 
people are indebted to one public-spirited individual; but a 
greater debt of gratitude is due from the Irish Academy of Music, 
which will reap more lasting and more substantial benefits from 
Lady Downshire’s exertions. Alternate strawberry leaves and 
pearls, no doubt, form a very becoming ornament; but a good 
work like this is more ornamental than the coronet of a Mar- 
chioness. 

At the close of the performance, “God save the Queen” was 
sung by the whole company, the solos by Mrs. Harper. 

Mr. D. Leonard undertook the entire management of the mise 
en scéne of the opera, and well he performed his task, as those 
who witnessed the admirable grouping, d&c., can testify. The 
Marquis of Downshire was prompter, but it was evident that his 
services were rarely called into requisition. 

We cannot close these observations without expressing the deep 
debt of gratitude due by all the parties concerned in getting up 
these operas to the liberality shown by Mr. Harris, the Lessee of 
the Theatre Royal. He erected the stage, and provided the 
scenery and the properties, at his own expense, thus making a 
valuable contribution to the charitable fund.—Zveniag Mail.

GRAVESEND.—An amateur concert was given at the Assembly 
Rooms, Harmer Street, on Thursday week, in aid of the funds of 
the Gravesend and Milton Infirmary and Dispensary, under the 
patronage of the Earl and Countess of Darnley. The programme 
comprised a selection from Judas Maccabeus, and some miscella- 
neous vocal pieces, with a slow movement from one of Haydn’s 
symphonies at the commencement of the first part, and the over- 
ture to Fra Diavolo at the beginning of the second, which last 
were performed by a small band. Seventeen pieces from Handel’s 
oratorio were given, the majority of which were accompanied by 
Miss Couves (of Queen’s College, London) on the organ, and the 
remainder by Mr. Hopkins, of Rochester, under whose direction 
the performance took place. The selection of vocal music in the 
second part of the concert was good and well varied, and the glee 
of “ The Chough and Crow” was encored ; it was accompanied by 
the afore-mentioned Miss Couves on the pianoforte, in addition to 
four or five other pieces of the miscellaneous music, and the con- 
cert, which was well attended, and gave such satisfaction that it is 
to be repeated on Monday next, was brought to a close by her per- 
formance on the organ of the National Anthem. 


HALIFAX.—The Choral Society of this town gave its 199th per- 
formance on Tuesday evening last, at the Odd Fellows’ Hall. The 
room was well filled with subscribers and their friends. The solo 
vocalists were Mrs. Sunderland, Miss Freeman, Miss Tankard, 
Miss Bancroft, Messrs. Hoyle, Sladdin, Townsend, Carter, and 
Crossley, with Mr. Frobisher as conductor. Handel’s Alexander's 
Feast occupied the first part, the execution of which was highly 
creditable to the members of the Society. The most noticeable 
feature was the charming duet, “ Let’s imitate her notes above,” 
aes ay sung by Mrs. Sunderland and Miss Freeman. Mendel- 
ssohn’s Ave Maria and Haydn’s Third Mass filled up the second 
part of the concert. The committee of the Halifax Choral Society, 









at the commencement of the year, made a very wise and searching 
investigation into the capabilities of every individual performer, 
the result of which has been a rooting out of all the weeds which 
before choked up the good ground, and the chorus thereby greatly 
enhanced in its effectiveness. It should be the duty of the musical 
director to see that no person be admitted into the orchestra unless 
he _ shown himself thoroughly competent for the work required 
of him. 

HUDDERSFIELD.—A miscellaneous concert was given in the 
Philosophical Hall, on Wednesday night, by Mr. Wood, professor 
of music. The room was crowded, and the concert was the most 
successful one (both musically and pecuniarily) which has taken 
place in Huddersfield for some time. Mrs. Sunderland received an 
encore in Hobbs’s ballad, “ The Captive Greek Girl.” We could, 
however, have wished that less effort was made for effect; her 
voice occasionally was painfully screaming. The charming little 
ballad of Haiis, “ Forget me not,” was sung by Miss Mary New- 
bound (pupil of Mr. Spark, of Leeds), and a very warm encore was 
elicited. ‘The same opinion was expressed by the audience as at 
Leeds, Liverpool, and Manchester, as to the delicious quality and 
extraordinary range of voice possessed by Miss Newbound. Mr. 
Henry Phillips added much to the success of the concert, receiving 
encores in two of his favourite songs. We are inclined to think, 
however, that the prestige of Mr. Phillip’s name contributed more 
to his popularity than the power or quality of his voice, which has 
now lost most of its once delicious tone. His excellent style, 
however, still remains as a proof of the deserved encomiums which 
have, ere now, been lavished on him by metropolitan professors. 
Mr. Wood fully deserved all the encouragement bestowed on him. 
The crowded audience was the most tangible proof that his efforts 
were appreciated by the good people of Huddersfield. We hope 
Mr. Wood will again be the musical caterer for the public, and 
that at no distant period. 


HUNGERFORD.—The Hungerford Amateur Musical Society 
gave their second Concert this season on Friday evening last, in 
the Town Hall, which was crowded to inconvenience, many re- 
maining on the stairs. Upwards of 250 persons found places 
somewhere,—from 50 to 60 returned for want thereof. Mr. 
Wheeler, of Wickham, presided at the piano-forte. The instru- 
mental pieces, led by Mr. Wooldridge, consisted of the Overtures 
Clemenza di Titoand Tancredi. A violin duet by Messrs. Woold- 
ridge and Tuke was well executed. The violin solo by Mr. Tuke, 
with the piano-forte accompaniment, was neatly played, after an 
apology had been made for the soaked state of the piano-forte. 
Two sets of quadrilles were well played. The vocal performances 
included two songs by Miss Cossens, of Newbury, “The Landin 
of the Pilgrim Fathers,” and “ As I view these Scenes,” rendere 
with taste. The latter receiving the first encore, she substituted 
the ballad “ Sweet Home.” Mr. Townsend Gray gave, “ Tell me, 
Mary,” and “The Daughter of Israel,” pathetically ; and the 
duet with Mr. Tuke, “ Yon Harvest Moon,” which produced a 
warm encore. Of two humorous songs by Mr. Casey, one was 
encored : although good in their way, they are not suitable toa 
concert room, which is intended and should be an exhibition of 
excellence and perfection in the art and science of music. We 
were gladly relieved by a march arranged for this occasion by Mr. 
Wheeler, and very effectively played. The Concert ended with 
the National Anthem, the solos being rendered by Miss Cossens, 
with a devotional sentiment rarely observed in this loyal demon- 
stration. The chorus was well sustained by the society. We un- 
derstand that another concert will take place in April next. 

KIDDERMINSTER.—At the concert on Thursday week, a concer- 
tante duett—violin and pianoforte, by Mr. Torrington and Mr. 
Haynes, was encored. The programme for last Thursday included 
the following organ solos :—Harmonious Blacksmith, eer by 
E. Chipp ; selections from Mendelssohn’s Songs without Words, 
Weber’s Oberon, and Der Freischutz, and the War March from 
Mendelssohn’s Athalie.

The concert was an admirable one; and the audience crowded 
the hall almost to overflow. The overture to Faust, which it will 
be seen commenced the concert, is so effective in character, that 
we cannot but express surprise that it should not have been intro- 
duced before. There is a sort of fugue towards the end, taken 
singly by the wind instruments, in succession, and afterwards by 
the strings, which has a novel and pleasing effect. It was well 
played, and will make an acceptable addition to our not very 
large stock of concert overtures. Mendelssohn’s violin concerto 
is a work of the highest order, having all the variety, if not the 
massiveness, of the grand symphony. ‘The violin has marked but 
not undue prominence, and is only used to increase and give bril- 
-liance to the general orchestral effect. It was played by M. Sain- 
ton in a style which left nothing to be wished for; while the 
finish with which he gave the graceful slow movement excited the 
utmost gratification. M. Sainton is now pretty well known to 
Manchester amateurs, from the frequency of his appearance at 
M. Hallé’s charming concerts; and he is always heard with re- 
newed pleasure. ‘The ottetto was played with a degree of preci- 
sion and finish which denoted careful rehearsal, and reflected 
credit on all concerned. Only two of the four movements were 
given. The scherzo would bring to mind the equally charming 
scherzo of the Midswmmer Night’s Dream. The grand feature of 
the concert was, of course, the C minor symphony. It was played 
better, we think, than we ever recollect to have heard it at the 
Concert Hall. This is, doubtless, owing partly to the very great 
improvement in having one long rehearsal the night before the 
concert; partly to that progressive improvement which is the 
natural result of the accomplished conductor’s unceasing care in 
the preparation of the concert. Where all “ played their parts ” 
so well, it were invidious to particularise, perhaps, but we were 
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struck with the point with which Mr. Waud executed, on the 
double bass, the difficult opening passages of the fugue which 
precedes the gorgeous march, with a distinctness of articulation 
and a resonance of tone which surprised us. The performance 
of this magnificent work was listened to with marked attention. 
Sainton’s second solo, also with orchestral accompaniments, gave 
greater scope for executive display, and is a work of no small 
musical merit. The best tribute to his style of playing it was, 
perhaps, afforded by the hearty applause of the orchestra. 

Madlle. Leusden, the vocalist of the evening, comes introduced 
by one of the most eminent living violinists. She is quite young, 
and possesses a contralto voice of great sweetness, volume, and 
freshness ; and she sings with unobtrusive taste. She has, how- 
ever, many things to learn and acquire, before she can expect to 
achieve any success in her profession, or do justice to her good 
natural gifts. She is deficient in the art of vocalisation—glides 
from one note to another occasionally, and not unfrequently takes 
breath in the wrong place. Her selection of music manifested 
good taste, but her manner of singing the quaintly-impassioned 
aria of the pre-Handelite, Rossi, and the graceful melody of Mo- 
zart, was restrained and monotonous. Every allowance must be 
made for the timidity natural to a first appearance. Mdlle. Leus- 
den is an artiste of high promise rather than of performance. The 
selection of the march from the Prophéte for a finale, was a good 
idea. It is short and brilliant, and, like Mendelssohn’s “ marches,” 
finishes a concert with telling effect.—IManchester Guardian. 

The Classical Chamber Music Society brought their concerts to 
a close on Thursday evening last ; we shall give more particulars 
next week. 

The favourite musical melodrame of The Miller and his Men 
has just been reproduced at the Theatre Royal here, with great 
care and deserved success; it is some forty years since this suc- 
cessful work was ushered into life, and it has at all times been 
welcome to the lovers of this class of composition.

CHoraL Harmony, a selection of tunes for four voices ; a com- 
panion to Metrical Versions of Psalms and Hymns, by the Rey. 
Peter Maurice, D.D., New College, Oxford. (Davidson.) 

This book is a marvel of cheapness, since 250 tunes are provided 
for the price of a single pianoforte piece. Neatly printed as it is, 
and neatly bound in cloth, no profit from the sale of the work can 
be anticipated, unless its usage is all but universal. Dr. Maurice’s 
labours must be those of love, and we extract largely from the 
preface which he has written to the work, to show how deeply in- 
terested he is in the choral music of the Church. His remarks, 
we feel assured, will be read with great interest, and their justice 
and truth will be generally acknowledged. We have been anxious 
that this extract should be inserted in our journal at a time when 
a new Cambridge Professor is to be appointed, whose duty, in the 
eyes of the profession, will be to elevate the character of our 
Church music, and encourage the study thereof amongst those 
who should have interest and influence in the manner of its per- 
formance ; but our space will not admit of our calling attention to 
the peculiar features of this publication, to which we shall refer 
next week. 

“ There is nothing which could tend so effectually to give life 
and energy to our gatherings together for the worship of God, as 
the privilege of giving vent to our feelings in becoming and suit- 
able musical expression. 

“There are various opinions entertained as to the kind of music 
most fitting for the public servicés of the sanctuary; but the 
safest way to arrive at a sound judgment on the question is, to 
study it in a practical point of view. The cultivation of music of 
every description among the middle and lower classes of our towns 
and villages, has had the effect of improving the national taste ; 
this has created a wish to return to the simple melodies and the 
more comprehensive and rich harmonies of the old masters; and 
in proportion to the facility for becoming acquainted with com- 
positions of a higher standard of excellence, has there been a ten- 
dency to a better style of Psalmody throughout the country. It 
is a great mistake to suppose that comparatively few are so gifted 
by nature as to be competent to take an active part in singing in 
the congregation. The children of the lower orders in particular 
are extremely quick, when properly instructed, in learning musical 
tunes. Neither could anything be suggested so likely to bring to- 
gether and cordially unite all classes in most parishes, as a dispo- 
sition manifested on the part of the upper ranks of society to 
contribute towards, and take a lively interest in, the musical 
training of the population around them: and it would at the same 
time have a visible effect upon the tone of moral feeling of entire 
districts. Music is the only universal language distributed among 
the scattered tribes of the earth, and its tones find a response, 
more or less, in the feelings and affections of all. ‘The music best 
adapted to the wants of a population like ours, so advancing in 
education, is that in which all shall have the advantage of taking 
the part suited to their compass of voice, without undue pro- 
minence of melody being given to any part in particular—such 
was the general character of the older Psalmody of the Protestant 
Churches; and its main excellence consisted in a judicious distri- 
bution of melody to the several parts, so that each voice might 
have its just proportion of variety: whereas in the modern style, 
the melody is too often confined to one or two parts, while the 
other voices are left to fill up the harmony mechanically, with 
scarcely any melodic progression at all. 

“It is well known that in an ordinary band or orchestra, how- 
ever excellent the individual performers may be, no composition 
can be properly executed unless attention be paid to the working 
of the whole set of performers, and care taken that all the instru- 
ments and voices are so regulated as to uce uniformity of ex- 
pression and effect ; and it would be a sign of bad taste and worse 
discipline for any musician to make himself,heard more prominently 
than his companions in concert—and if we find this so essential in 
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places where we assemble for diversion and amusement, how much 
more zealously should we strive, whenever we are gathered toge- 
ther for the solemnities of the worship of our God, to carry out the 
same principle, and so co-operate in our share of the harmony, that 
the good effects of our exertions may be felt by the congregation 
at large ; and more especially when we reflect that our object in 
coming together is for edification, and that we may realise those 
heavenly joys which music is thus in a measure permitted to anti- 
cipate ? The praise which should prevail in our devotional ser- 
vices ought to be of a peculiar caste, simple in its mechanical 
structure, social in its complexion, and withal sufficiently varied 
and attractive in its melodies to rivet the attention and draw out 
the sympathies of those who are engaged in its celebration —It 
should not be an imitation of the pedantry and fastidious uses of 
the cathedral choirs, nor, on the other hand, disfigured by the un- 
disciplined exuberance of the less favoured conventicle ;—but a 
principle should be prescribed which we see carried out in ordinary 
life, in every grade of the social system—namely, an endeavour to 
realise that freedom of intercourse and sympathy of feeling, which 
we find within the domestic circle in particular. Neither the 
splendour of the drawing-rooms and halls of our nobility, nor the 
free and easy merriment of the social parties in humble life, afford 
to either of these classes that genuine enjoyment and ease, which 
is never wanting where the domestic hearth unites together the 
members of each household, and the affectionate yearnings of the 
heart are allowed to have their full development and healthful 
exercise. We profess tomeet together as the children of a common 
Father, when we are assembled in His house of prayer and praise. 

“The manner in which, for the most part, our public services 
are conducted in this particular, is most deplorable, and anything 
but congregational. In many instances we are doomed to listen 
to the unisonous din of Sunday School children, whose shrill voices 
are enough to overpower the strongest nerves; in other places we 
have to witness a professional display of performers more akin to 
the stage of a theatre or the benches of an orchestra than the 
simple praises of the Reformed Protestant Churches of the 19th 
century. It is pitiable, when we come to reflect that, in many 
congregations, where there are such ample materials for the best 
singing, there should be no effort made to remedy these gross 
anomalies—when we know that sums, the tithe of which would 
form a fund more than adequate for the wants of the Parish Choir, 
are expended by individuals upon the cultivation of music of the 
most difficult and complex character, while voices thus cultivated, 
possessing qualities of the highest order, full in compass, rich in 
tone, are considered either utterly useless or out of place in cele- 
brating the Praises of God. Surely there must be something radi- 
cally unsound in a state of things like this. The evil is so complex 
that it is difficult to grapple with it: obviously the first step should 
be to provide our congregations with materials for praise, so that 
there shall be no greater difficulty in procuring copies of the book 
of tunes than of the selection of psalms and hymns, or any other 
help to their devotions. This being done, pains should next be 
taken not only to instruct, but to train, a certain number after the 
method of Hullah and Mainzer (to whom we are chiefly indebted 
for any improvement that we can boast of in this particular), and 
then, by judiciously distributing a few leading voices in various 
parts of the edifice (in addition to those who shall form the main 
stay of the congregational choir), a change would soon be per- 
ceptible, and the beneficial effects appreciated by all. Why 
should the people be left uncared for, and not recognised as the 
body of the Church visible? are they to be preached at from the 
Pulpit? sung to by the Choir? prayed for from the Desk? and 
then, after this, shall we complain of the absence of the poor of 
the flock from our great buildings, and their frequenting those 
places where their feelings may, at any rate, find a vent in accents 
of praise, and where they have the privilege of enjoying and par- 
ticipating in one of the essentials of public worship? They who 
have carefully and prayerfully given their time and attention to 
the cultivation of congregational music to promote this object, can 
testify, that the success has been most remarkable, even with the 
least promising materials. It must, however, be always borne in 
mind, that no subject, Theology excepted, is likely to stir up more 
strife than the musical element, because it is so mysteriously 
blended with the whole nervous system of man’s nature, and neces- 
sarily affects each individual according to the susceptibility of his 
temperament ; any effort, therefore, to improve the taste and cor- 
rect the evils of our system of Psalmody must be undertaken with 
much Christian precaution and forbearance; while due consider- 
ation should be (paid to the prejudices or ignorance which may 





prevail in any particular locality. We have to mourn over the 
utter neglect, one may almost call it contempt, into which the 
science (to say nothing of the art) of music has fallen in all our 
seats of learning, we believe, without exception; and if the coun- 
try at large is suffering by reason of this, there can be no difficulty 
in tracing the evil up to its proper source. We know that our 
ablest scholars, sent forth to take the lead both in Church and 
State, depart from all our Universities without receiving even the 
rudiments of a musical education. We can never expect the fruits 
of harmony to abound where the very science of harmonic modu- 
lation is ignored. Why should that art, which is all powerful to 
excite the passions, to call forth the tenderest emotions, to soothe 
and regulate the feelings and affections of an immortal soul, not 
have its proper sphere and development? Why should we not, at 
any rate in Oxford, recall it to take its place among the sciences, 
and unite together in one harmonious radiance the ven-branches 
lustre of our flickering academic lamp?. . . . 

“ Music ought to be made an essential element in every place of 
public instruction—the rule not the exception—because where 
there might not be a natural talent for the vocal department, we 
would affirm, that low indeed in the scale of intelligence must that 
mind be which cannot be taught the simple alphabet of only seven 
letters peculiar to that language, in which universal nature shows 
forth the praises of its Lord. Why does Germany stand out so 
pre-eminent in its musical pretensions? why may not we bear a 
comparison with the natives of that climate where harmony seems 
indigenous? The answer is ready, the solution simple: music 
with them forms as integral a portion of education, as reading, 
writing, and arithmetic do among ourselves, Dr. Burney, in his 
travels through Germany, so far back as 1772, makes the following 
remarks :—‘T crossed the whole kingdom of Bohemia, from south 
to north ; and being very assiduous in my inquiries, how the com- 
mon people learned music, I found out at length, that, not only in 
every town, but in all villages, where there is a reading and writ- 
ing school, children of both sexes are taught music.’ And the 
great German Reformer felt the importance of this to be such, that 
he thus expressed himself :—‘ Let no schoolmaster apply to me for 
a recommendation or appointment who is not acquainted with the 
rudiments of musical science.’ We know, moreover, that music 
had arrived at a very high standard of perfection in England in 
the days of the early Reformers, being considered as important in 
the educational course as any other branch of knowledge; and if 
we had nothing besides to confirm this fact, we need only appeal 
to much of the music itself which is still in existence—and that 
the Protestant Liturgy of the Anglican Church was compiled for a 
population well versed in the art, we need scarcely attempt to show, 
inasmuch as after an exhortation to Prayer and Praise and a con- 
fession of the need of forgiveness from Him, whom otherwise we 
cannot approach as our Father who is in heaven, our next common 
act of public worship is thus introduced—‘ 0 Lord, open Thou our 
lips ’"—on the part of the Minister, and the people finish the sen- 
tence with these simple words—‘And our mouth shall show forth 
thy praise.’ Wherefore, then, when the Minister can, alas, so 
easily convict the congregation of a vain and empty profession, 
does he not frequently point out to them the great inconsistency 
of such a state of things, and reprove them when he beholds them 
standing up, with lips closely sealed down, and no praise ascending 
to God? Why should this not form a regular topic of pulpit ex- 
hortations with our clerical brethren as well as any other subject 
of discourse? In many, we fear the majority of instances, the 
reason is this,—the preacher himself being altogether unacquainted 
with the subject, either as an art or science, feels that he would lay 
himself open to an obvious rejoinder on the part of his people, 
ready at an excuse, who might say, why not set an example your- 
self to the flock,—why not train the congregation so that they may 
sing with the understanding, when the Lord alone can fill the 
heart with the Spirit that they may show forth His praise. . 

“In this work attention has been paid to the restoring of many 
old tunes to their original simplicity by pruning off the additions 
or grace-notes so unsparingly appended to them, by which their 
true character had been altered, and their chief beauty destroyed. 
Various are the sources to which these deformities might be traced; 
but the chief one, no doubt, is that love of display by which an at- 
tempt is made to show off the voice or the instrument, which is 
too often a sign of want of taste, and an index of a vain and empty 
mind. In devotional harmony the leading principle should be the 
harmony of devotion, while the highest department of art is truly 


called into exercise when it is made subsidiary to the instincts of 
the higher nature.”
